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Response to Arguments 
1 . Applicant's arguments filed on 12/18/2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Regarding claim 1, the Applicant alleged that "using independent claim 1 as an example, 
this claim recites a system bus to directly connect the engine control unit with the processor. The 
system bus is distinguishable from the interface 24 taught in Akiyama. As discussed at pages 1-3 
of the present Specification, interfaces 14 and 32 are undesirable, and therefore, have been 
replaced by the present system bus. A resulting advantage of the system bus is shortened control 
time resulting in high-speed image data processing and printing. Present Specification, page 9." 

In response to applicant's argument that the system bus is distinguishable from the 
interface 24 taught in Akiyama, it is clear that the system bus taught in this application is not 
distinguishable from interface 24 taught in Akiyama'635. Figure 1 of the Akiyama' 63 5 reference 
shows that the Video I/F (number 24, Fig. 1) connects the engine control unit (number 25 in Fig. 
1) with the processor (number 16, Fig. 1) of the video unit (number 26, Fig. 1). 

In repsonse to applicant's argument that interfaces 14 and 32 (Applicant's Fig. 1 dealing 
with prior art) are undesirable, and therefore, have been replaced by the present system bus, it is 
clear that the Akiyama reference does not have a video I/F unit or a engine I/F. The 
Akiyama' 63 5 reference shows that the printer controller (number 26, Fig. 2B) and engine control 
unit (number 25a, Fig. 2B) send signals directly to one another, and no interface unit is 
described.
